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Man surprises burglars in home 


Couple still on the loose, police seeking information

When Jerry Jones returned 
home from milking his cows 
on Monday about 9 a.m., he 
never dreamed he would find 
two burglars trying to steal 
jewelry and electronics from 
the home he shares with his 
wife and two sons. 


Jones saw a gray or silver 
motorcycle parked in the 
driveway of his home on 
Fishing Creek Road. 

“My son had been talking 
about wanting a motorbike 
and he’s going to Somerset 
College and I thought he was 
talking about his buddy had 
one. By it sitting in the drive¬ 
way with helmets on it I ex¬ 


pected to go in the door and 
find my son,” Jones said. 

When Jones examined the 
back door that was stand¬ 
ing open, he saw that it had 
been pried open. Entering the 
house he surprised a man and 
woman in the bedroom. 

“They didn’t know I was 
around. I told them to drop 
everything and she picked up 


her purse and said: T dumped 
it.’ But she still had stuff in 
there,” he said. 

At this point, the man, de¬ 
scribed as mid-30s, thin, with 
a goatee and a dusty beard, 
and standing between 5 feet 6 
inches and 6 feet tall, attacked 
Jones. 

“He came through the door 
as I was looking for some¬ 
thing and hit me in the chest 
and shoved me backwards 
over a fan,” Jones said, add¬ 
ing that he was not injured. 


After fleeing from the 
house and escaping on the 
motorcycle, Jones called 911 
and decided to follow them 
in his truck. But when he got 
on the road, another tragedy 
struck. 

“When I hit second gear, 
I tore the rear end out of my 
truck. I’m sitting dead in the 
road,” he said. 

Deputy Chad Weddle ar¬ 
rived soon thereafter and area

Saying that he was glad to be 
back in Casey County, Sen. Jim¬ 
my Higdon, R-Lebanon, told a 
small group of supporters that 
he hoped to be here for a while. 

“I’m tickled to be back in 
Casey County. That was a bright 
part of redistricting, a real plus. 
I love Casey County,” Higdon 
said. 

Higdon, along with Rep. 
Mike Harmon, R-Danville — 


the state legislators who repre¬ 
sent Casey County — hosted a 
town hall meeting on Thursday 
at the courthouse. 

Higdon is no stranger to 
Casey County as he served as a 
Republican representative from 
2002 to 2009, when he won a 
special called election to fill the 
senate seat held by Sen. Dan 
Kelly, R-Springfield. He then 
shifted to the 14th District of 
Marion, Mercer, Nelson, Taylor, 
and Washington counties. 

In 2012, in a short-lived re¬ 


districting plan that was thrown 
out of court, Higdon returned as 
Casey County’s senator. 

However, on Aug. 23, Gov. 
Steve Beshear signed a new 
redistricting bill into law that 
brought Higdon back to Casey 
County along with Harmon, 
who replaces Rep. Teny Mills, 
D-Lebanon, who represented 
Casey, Marion and part of Pu¬ 
laski County.

Casey woman sues fiscal court

A Bethelridge woman has 
filed a complaint against 
Casey County Fiscal Court, 
claiming she was injured at 
the courthouse on faulty steps 
— nearly 11 months ago. 

The lawsuit, filed in Casey 
County Circuit Court on Aug. 
23 by Jamestown attorney 
Robert Bertram on behalf of 
Theresa Murphy, alleges that 


Murphy, at “the invitation” of 
fiscal court, was at the court¬ 
house on or about Oct. 18, 
2012, when she “fell due to 
the defective and dangerous 
condition of the stairs,” the 
suit states. 

Casey County Judge-Exec¬ 
utive Ronald Wright said that 
he has no idea who Murphy is 
and wasn’t aware that some¬ 
one had fallen on the stairs 
last fall. 

Wright also said that he 


wasn’t contacted either on the 
day of the alleged accident or 
anytime close to that date. 

“I got a letter dated Feb. 13 
from Bertram saying some¬ 
one had fallen due to faulty 
steps or a railing. As to where 
she fell, we don’t know,” 
Wright said. 

The suit states that “the 
condition of the premises 
was such that Murphy was 
exposed to danger and inju-

Parents lobby 
superintendent 
school board on 
dance class

The possibility of canceling a dance class offered 
at Casey County Middle School brought about 35 
parents and their children to Monday night’s Board 
of Education meeting. And the show of interest had 
Superintendent Marion Sowders doing a “two step” 
on his original decision to cancel the class at the end 
of the fall semester. 

At issue was Sowder’s announcement that the class 
— offered to pre-K through 12th grades on Saturday 
mornings at CCMS through the Community Educa¬ 
tion program — may not be offered next spring. Cur¬ 
rently, 32 students—who pay $25 per month—take 
the class led by Sarah Wilkey. 

Tim Robertson, spokesman for the group and a 
parent who has two girls in the dance class, read from 
a prepared statement, at one point becoming emo¬ 
tional. 

“Community Education Dance Class offers qual¬ 
ity dance instruction at a reasonable price. This helps 
them build self-esteem, promote a sense of self¬ 
encouragement, teamwork, and continues to build 
friendships,” Robertson said. 

“To discontinue this program we would like to ask 
you what kind of message are we sending our kids 
that their hard work, time, and their interest and deter¬ 
mination means nothing,” Robertson said. 

Robertson also told the board that the dance class¬ 
es, at $25 per student per month, are paid for by the 
parents. 

Addressing the group, Sowders thanked the par¬ 
ents for coming and offered his opinion about dance 
classes. 

“I in no way want you to think that I’m anti-dance 
classes or anti-programs for our kids because that’s 
what I’m for,” he said, adding that his daughter has 
taken dance classes. 

At issue is Sowder’s desire to offer a variety of 
classes that would attract more students. 

“My intent was to try to bring about more activities 
that are going to involve more students,” Sowders 
said. “Whether dance is a part of that, that’s some¬ 
thing we need to look at.” 

Sowders told the group that he didn’t realize there 
was as much interest when he was told there were 
only 22 students in the class. 

“When I started looking at 2,300 students that we 
have in our system, my first thought is we need to 
offer more things. I told Mrs. Pelley let’s offer dance 
the entire semester and let’s survey the students now 
to see what programs they’re interested in,” Sowders 
said, mentioning art, music, cooking, and karate as 
other class offerings. 

Barb Pelley, the community education director 
for the school district, said that in addition to dance 
class, students can take Zumba, a fitness dance class 
or “Stock Market Game,” a class with 27 members 
offered free at Monticello Bank.

Board should re-evaluate hiring practices

I 
also understand that the Board 
of Education does not conduct 
interviews for teaching posi¬ 
tions. Principals and site-based 
committees do. However, the 
board has the ultimate respon¬ 
sibility for the conduct and 
decisions made in their school 
district. 

I have a Master’s degree 
and over a decade of experi¬ 
ence teaching science. I have 
numerous awards and fellow¬ 
ships along with outstanding 
references that can validate my 
teaching ability. I have applied 
for three positions with the 
Casey County school district 
in the last three years. Despite 
my qualifications and experi¬ 
ence, I never even received a 


phone call from anyone with 
Casey County schools, much 
less was granted an opportuni¬ 
ty to interview. When I called 
the district, I was always in¬ 
formed that the position I was 
applying for had been filled. 
Twice this occurred before the 
posting period for the position 
was closed. 

That was an extremely dis¬ 
appointing experience. I would 
have liked to work in the coun¬ 
ty in which I live, teaching the 
students from my own county. 
Instead, I was offered jobs in 
three other districts this year 
and took a position at Taylor 
County High. 

The Casey County School 
District and its Board of Edu¬ 
cation need to re-evaluate their 
hiring practices. They are 
harming their own students 
by refusing to interview all of 
the qualified candidates and 
put themselves in the position 
of hiring the best applicant for 
the job. As a result of their 
own hiring practices, the board 
now faces a lawsuit and a drug 
scandal. At what point will the 
board wake up and demand 
that their principals put pro¬ 
fessional luring practices into 
place?

Eleven people die 
on Ky. roadways 
September 3-8 


Preliminary statistics in¬ 
dicate that 11 people died 
in nine separate crashes on 
Kentucky’s roadways from 
Monday, Sept. 3 through 
Sunday, Sept. 8. 

Two double-fatality 
motor vehicle crashes oc¬ 
curred in Oldham County 
and in Wayne County. One 
of the Oldham Co. victims 
was not wearing a seat belt 
and the crash involved the 
suspected use of alcohol. 

Two single-fatality, mo¬ 
tor vehicle crashes oc¬ 
curred in Jefferson County. 
One of the victims was not 
wearing a seat belt and one 
of the crashes involved the 
suspected use of alcohol. 

One single-fatality, mo¬ 
tor vehicle crash occurred 
in each of the following 
counties: Bell, Floyd, Ma¬ 
son and Pulaski. The vic¬ 
tims in Bell and Pulaski 
counties were not wearing 
seat belts. 

One single fatality, mo¬ 
torcycle crash occurred in 
Greenup County. 

Through Sept. 8, pre¬ 
liminary statistics indicate 
that 426 people have lost 
their lives on Kentucky 
roadways during 2013. 
This is 82 less than re¬ 
ported for this time period 
in 2012. Of the 328 motor 
vehicle fatalities, 164 vic¬ 


tims were not wearing seat 
belts. Thirty-nine of the 60 
motorcycle fatalities were 
not wearing helmets. 

The six ATV fatalities 
were not wearing helmets. 
One bicycle rider has been 
killed. Thirty pedestrians 
have been killed. One fa¬ 
tality involving an animal 
drawn vehicle has been 
reported. 

A total of 94 fatalities 
have resulted from crash¬ 
es involving the suspected 
use of alcohol. As of Sept. 
8, Kentucky has had 62 
days with zero highway 
fatalities reported during 
2013. 

Citizens can contribute 
to highway safety by re¬ 
porting erratic drivers to 
the Kentucky State Police 
toll-free at 1-800-222- 
5555. 

Callers will remain 
anonymous and should 
give a description of the 
vehicle, location, direc¬ 
tion of travel and license 
number if possible. 

These statistics are still 
preliminary as KSP waits 
for all local law enforce¬ 
ment agencies through¬ 
out the state to report any 
crashes and fatalities that 
may have occurred in 
their areas.

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Richie Farmer 
to plead guilty 

Former University of Kentucky basket¬ 
ball standout Richie Farmer will plead guilty 
to charges that he misused state resources 
during his tenure as Kentucky’s agriculture 
commissioner and could serve about two 
years in prison, his attorney said on Sept. 5. 

The Lexington Herald-Leader reported 
that Farmer has entered into agreements 
with federal and state prosecutors and the 
Executive Branch Ethics Commission to 
resolve all charges against him, Frankfort 
attorney J. Guthrie Tme said in a news re¬ 
lease. 

If the courts and the ethics commission 
approve, Farmer will plead guilty to two 
charges and receive a federal prison sen¬ 
tence of 21 to 27 months, True said. Farmer, 
44, also will agree to pay restitution and 
an ethics fine totaling $125,000 and will 
receive a concurrent one-year sentence in 
state court. 

Farmer had faced a five-count indictment 
and was scheduled for trial Oct. 22 in federal 
court on charges of misusing state resources 
to further his personal and political agendas. 
Federal prosecutors had made clear their 
intention to bring a second federal indict¬ 
ment against Farmer, True said. He did not 
elaborate. 

U.S. District Judge Gregory Van Taten- 
hove is expected to set a date for Farmer to 
enter a guilty plea. Tme, in his motion for 
Farmer to be re-arraigned on federal charg¬ 
es, asked for a date of Sept. 12 or 13. 

Farmer also faced a 42-count charge 
brought by the ethics commission. 

John Steffen, executive director of the 
ethics commission, said that he will present 
a settlement with Farmer to the commission 
at its next meeting. 

The commission settlement will not be 
final until legal action against Farmer has 
been completed in court, Steffen said. 

The 42 ethics charges against Farmer are 
the most the commission has ever levied 
against one person, Steffen said. 

The ethics charges against Farmer in¬ 
cluded misuse of state employees, misuse of 
state resources, improper use of grants and 
improper use of Kentucky Proud marketing 
finds. 

Three plead guilty in Clay Co. 
vote-buying conspiracy 

According to the Lexington Herald-Lead¬ 
er three people have admitted taking part in 
a wide-ranging scheme to buy votes in Clay 
County, and they could become witnesses 
against others charged in the case. 

Former county Magistrate Stanley Bowl¬ 
ing and Bart and Debra Morris, who are 
married, pleaded guilty to one count of tak¬ 
ing part in a racketeering conspiracy. 

Five others still face charges in the case 
— former Circuit Judge R. Cletus Maricle; 
former school Superintendent Douglas 
Adams; former County Clerk Freddy W. 
Thompson; Charles Wayne Jones, who 
was a Democratic election commissioner; 
and William Stivers, who was a precinct 
worker. 

The eight were charged with using the 
county election board as a tool to corrupt lo¬ 
cal elections in 2002,2004 and 2006 so they 
could control county politics and get jobs 
and contracts for themselves and friends. 

Participants in the conspiracy allegedly 
oversaw spending hundreds of thousands of 
dollars to buy votes in one of the nation’s 
poorest counties. 

All eight were convicted in March 2010 
and went to prison, but the U.S. 6th Circuit 
Court of Appeals overturned their convic¬ 
tions in July. 

The appeals judges ruled that U.S. Dis¬ 
trict Judge Danny Reeves allowed prosecu¬ 
tors to present evidence during the trial that 
should not have been admitted, meaning the 
eight did not get a fair trial. 

U.S. District Judge Karen K. Caldwell, 
who later took over the case, scheduled a 
new trial for the eight in October, but Bowl¬ 
ing and the Morrises opted to plead guilty. 

Prosecutors could now subpoena them as 
witnesses against the remaining defendants 
in the case. 

As insiders in the alleged conspiracy, their 
testimony could be a plus for prosecutors. 

The plea deals for the three call for sub¬ 
stantially lower sentences than they received 
after the 2010 trial. 

Gifted 10-year-old: 

I'm a math guy 

Like any ordinary 10-year-old, William 
Poteet carries a Pokemon backpack and 
wears a “Phineas and Ferb” cartoon T-shirt, 
but his high-level thinking skills set him far 
apart from his peers. 

Rather than attending elementary or 
middle school, the Plano boy is enrolled 
in Trigonometry 155 at Southcentral Ken¬ 
tucky Community and Technical College. 
He’s likely to get his bachelor’s degree be¬ 
fore he’s legally old enough to drive. 

“On a lot of levels, he’s a typical 10-year- 
old,” said his father, Bruce Poteet. “He’s just 
a typical 10-year-old who happens to be go¬ 
ing to college.” 

Found to be profoundly gifted at age 6, 


William now meets college readiness re¬ 
quirements for all subject areas, though his 
favorite is math. He could add and subtract 
by age 2, multiply and divide by 3 and solve 
algebraic equations by second grade, ac¬ 
cording to the Bowling Green Daily News. 

“Math is more my thing because I’m 
good at the other subjects, I choose to de¬ 
velop them, but not as much,” William said. 
“I’m more like a math guy.” 

He skipped a couple of grades at Founda¬ 
tion Christian Academy, where he finished 
sixth grade last school year. This semester, 
his parents are homeschooling him while 
he’s taking trigonometry at SKYCTC. “He’s 
the youngest student they’ve had,” Bruce 
Poteet said. “He’s setting a precedent.” 

William is eligible to take a full load of 
classes at SKYCTC, but his parents want 
him to gain another year of maturity before 
enrolling him in more classes. 

After he completes an associate’s degree 
at SKYCTC, he plans to transfer to Western 
Kentucky University’s mathematics pro¬ 
gram to earn a bachelor’s degree. Beyond 
that, he’s thinking of becoming a video 
game designer or going on to get a Ph.D. 

His parents hope the trigonometry class at 
SKYCTC will stimulate William and feed 
his hunger to leam something new, which is 
difficult to do since he’s so far ahead of his 
age group academically. Thus far, the class 
has proven successful in introducing him to 
new concepts. 

Cost to hunt and fish in 
Kentucky could increase 

According to The Frankfort State Jour¬ 
nal , the Kentucky Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources has proposed a number 
of permit fee increases, including more than 
doubling all-encompassing fees for sports¬ 
men who are older than 65 or disabled. 

The latter proposal would be the first 
time fees have been increased on older and 
disabled sportsmen since 1999, when the 
department instituted a $5 charge on those 
licenses, which cover hunting and fishing, 
agency spokesman Mark Marraccini said. 
The proposed fee, which was discussed as 
part of an overall fee overhaul during last 
month’s Kentucky Fish and Wildlife Com¬ 
mission meeting, is $ 11. 

New federal guidelines on funding neces¬ 
sitated the change, Marraccini said. Previ¬ 
ously, hunting and fishing licenses only had 
to turn a profit to guarantee federal funding 
for Fish and Wildlife, but the new require¬ 
ment mandates the licenses must be priced 
at least $5 more than production costs, he 
said. 

Federal funding accounts for 36 percent 
of the agency’s revenues, Marraccini said. 
Licensing fees bring in 50 percent of the 
budget. 

Agency costs have also risen since the fee 
on older and disabled sportsmen was cre¬ 
ated 14 years ago, he said. 

The department sold 118,000 sporting 
licenses to older and disabled hunters and 
anglers last year, up from 69,000 in 1999, 
Marraccini said. 

Most of the other fee increases deal with 
out-of-state visitors. The department hired 
Southwick Associated to evaluate its current 
licensing structure and found its fees lacking 
when compared to other states, said Mar¬ 
raccini, who also mentioned rising agency 
costs in the decision to up licensing fees. 

The Administrative Regulation Review 
Subcommittee must approve the proposed 
fee structures before they take effect, he 
said. 

Whitley woman found guilty 
of defrauding Social Security 

A Whitley County woman found guilty 
of defrauding Social Security of more than 
$84,000 in benefits will be formally sen¬ 
tenced Sept. 19 in federal court. 

A report in the CorbinAVhitley News 
Journal stated that following a trial lasting 
more than two days, 60-year-old Novella 
Lawson, of Siler, was found guilty on the 
three counts set down in the indictment. 

She faces up to 10 years in prison, a fine 
of up to $250,000 and up to three years of 
supervised release. In addition, the court 
may order her to repay the money $50,841, 
she has been found guilty of taking. 

Lawson’s husband, Doyle, who was 
named in the case in a superseding indict¬ 
ment filed in May, was found not guilty in 
the case. 

Novella Lawson was indicted in Aug. 
2012 on charges of concealing facts with 
intent to obtain and continue to receive Sup¬ 
plemental Security Income (SSI), conceal¬ 
ing information, causing the Department of 
Medicaid Services to overpay healthcare 
benefits and retaining stolen property with 
intent to convert it to her own use. 

According to the indictment, Lawson ap¬ 
plied for SSI and Medicaid benefits in Jan. 
2006 Over the next six-and-a-half years, 
Lawson failed to disclose that she lived with 
and received financial support from her hus¬ 
band. 

In December, Lawson’s attorney request¬ 
ed that she undergo a court-ordered psychi¬ 
atric evaluation. 

In March, U.S. Magistrate Hanly A. In¬ 
gram mled that Lawson was competent to 
stand trial.

Code should be followed for displaying the American flag 


Originally published in 
the Sept. 21, 1983 issue of 
The Casey County News. 

We have noticed that 
not many people know the 
mles for displaying the 
U.S. flag. 

According to the Code 
of Etiquette for Display¬ 
ing the Flag of the United 
States, no other flag should 
be to the right of the U.S. 
flag. 

The Code says the flag 
should be displayed on 
all days, weather permit¬ 
ting, especially on legal 
holidays, and near polling 
places on election days, 
in or near schools when 
school is in session. A citi¬ 
zen may fly the flag at any 
time he wishes, but if flown 
at night, the flag should be 
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lighted with a spotlight. 

As this is Apple Festival 
week, many people may 
be flying or displaying 
the flag. It should be done 
right. When raising a flag 
on a staff or flagpole, it 
should be hoisted briskly, 
and lowered ceremoni¬ 
ously, and never, never 


be allowed to touch the 
ground! When hung over 
the center of a street from 
a rope across the street, the 
union (blue area) should 
be to the north on an east- 
west street, and to the east 
on a north-south street. 
For instance, if a flag was 
hung over Hustonville 
Street, the union would 
be placed toward the east, 
if over Middleburg Street, 
the union would be placed 
toward the north. 

When hung over a side¬ 
walk from a staff or a rope 
from building to pole, the 
union should be away from 
the building. 

When the flag is dis¬ 
played horizontally or ver¬ 
tically, the stars should be 
at the observor’s left. No 


other flag is to be above the 
U.S. flag. 

Prohibited Uses: Not 
to be displayed on a float, 
motor car or boat, except 
from a staff. Not to be used 
for advertising purposes 
nor embroidered on cush¬ 
ions or handkerchiefs, nor 
printed on boxes or used 
as a costume or athletic 
uniform. Desecration or 
burning of the flag carries 
a penalty of up to one year 
imprisonment or a $1,000 
fine, or both. 

When in such condition 
that it is no longer suit¬ 
able as a fitting emblem 
for display, the flag should 
be destroyed in a dignified 
way, preferably by burning 
in private.

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'MAPPING' Students at Casey Middle

In September all middle 
school students will begin 
rotating through the school’s 
two computer labs to take 
reading and math achieve¬ 
ment tests. These tests, re¬ 
ferred to as MAP or Measures 
of Academic Progress®, are 
used to determine the instruc¬ 
tional level of each student 
and to measure their aca¬ 
demic growth throughout the 
school year. 

The MAP test is not a mas¬ 
tery test. Students are not ex¬ 
pected to get every question 
right. In fact, MAP tests are 
adaptive which means that 
the test increases in difficulty 
as each question is answered 
correctly. In contrast, when a 
question is answered incor¬ 
rectly the difficulty level de¬ 
creases. The difficulty level 
continues to adjust as students 
respond to test questions. 
This type of testing ensures 
that each student is accurately 



and reliably measured at his/ 
her distinctive level of learn¬ 
ing. 

The assessment program 
also remembers which items 
a student has already seen in 
previous testing sessions and 
will never display those same 
items to that student again. 
In addition, the MAP assess¬ 
ment is not timed so students 
are given as much time as 
needed to complete the test. 

Results from the MAP test 
are reported in RIT scores. 
These scores are different 
from other tests since they do 
not provide the percentage 
answered correctly or serve 
as a basis for comparing each 
student fs score to others in 
his/her grade. The RIT scale 
allows educators and the stu- 
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dents themselves to measure 
and monitor their individual 
academic growth over time. 

RIT scores are also re¬ 
ported in “bands” which are 
used to ensure that students 
are scheduled at the appro¬ 
priate instructional level. The 
data that accompanies these 
bands identifies the specific 
concepts that each student has 
mastered as well as those con¬ 
cepts that have not been mas¬ 
tered and should be focused 
on next. Scheduling students 
in bands allows teachers to 
provide intentional and in¬ 
tensive instruction targeting 
those concepts. 

On the first day of school 
each student was issued a stu¬ 
dent agenda. This agenda con¬ 
tains information pertaining 


to school policies, a calendar 
for students to record sched¬ 
uled events and deadlines, a 
hallway passport, and other 
useful information. Page 8 
of the agenda is designed for 
students to record their scores 
from various assessments, 
including the MAP test, 
throughout the year. This will 
allow students to track their 
own progress and always 
know exactly how they are 
performing. 

At the middle school we 
believe that student success 
depends largely on a strong 
partnership between teach¬ 
ers and parents. We hope to 
strengthen that partnership 
by keeping parents informed 
about the assessments we 
use to monitor our students. 
Keeping the lines of commu¬ 
nication open will have a pos¬ 
itive impact on student learn¬ 
ing so we encourage parents 
to call us with any questions 
regarding our testing system 
at 606-787-6769. 


Money Tip: Time to start repaying student loans 


If you finished college in 
May and have student loans, 
it’s almost time to begin 
repaying them. These tips 
from the Kentucky Higher 
Education Assistance Au¬ 
thority (KHEAA) may help. 

One of the smartest things 
you can do is pay more than 
your scheduled payment 
amount. The extra is applied 
to the principal, so you will 
pay less interest over the life 
of your loan. 

You should let your 
lender know if you change 
your name, address or 
phone number; if something 


changes your status, such as 
going back to school; or if 
you have problems making 
your payments. 

You have several repay¬ 
ment plans from which to 
choose. The standard repay¬ 
ment plan calls for equal 
monthly payments over 10 
years. The minimum month¬ 
ly payment is usually $50. 
Other options include — 

■ Graduated repayment, 
which starts with lower re¬ 
payment amounts that get 
higher over the maximum 
10-year period. 

■ Income-sensitive re¬ 


payment, with monthly 
payments based on gross 
income. 

■ Income-based or in¬ 
come-contingent repayment, 
with monthly amounts based 
on income and family size. 

■ Extended repayment, 
which lets you take up to 25 
years to repay your student 
loans if you borrowed more 
than $30,000 and none of 
your loans were made be¬ 
fore Oct. 7, 1998. 

You will pay more inter¬ 
est over the life of the loan 
if you use any option other 
than standard repayment. 


If you are having trouble 
making payments, contact 
your lender immediately. 
You may qualify for a defer¬ 
ment or forbearance, which 
can let you make lower pay¬ 
ments or stop making pay¬ 
ments temporarily. 

KHEAA is the state agen¬ 
cy that administers Ken¬ 
tucky’s grant and scholar¬ 
ship programs. It provides 
free copies of “It’s Money, 
Baby,” a guide to financial 
literacy, to Kentucky schools 
and residents upon request at 
publications@khea.com.

“We got an on-sides kick. 
We did a good job flipping 
the field a lot of times with 
the punt team. Kick-off re¬ 
turn team done a good job 
fielding the ball and get¬ 
ting good position and we 
did that against superior 
athletes.” 

Micco Randell stood out 
on the field when the kick 
returns came about. The 
junior had four returns, 
totaling 78 yards with his 
longest return being 33 
yards. Wyatt Bishop did 
the team’s punting for a 
total of 316 yards for 12 
punts. His longest punt 
was 54 yards. 

“My main thing I want¬ 
ed to see was to come out 
here and not just play hard 
but play within our rules,” 
said Marple, noting the 
experience of Russell’s 
18-senior team. 

“I thought we flew to 
the football well. We made 
them break six or seven 
tackles. Some of that is 
just you’ve got freshman 
and sophomores trying to 
tackle senior kids. They 
were just bigger, stronger, 
faster kids.” 

The night started on a 
positive note for Casey 
when an on-side kick re¬ 
sulted in the Rebels hav¬ 
ing the chance for the 
first drive. However, the 
momentum stopped with 
the kickoff, though, when 
Russell held Casey from 
gaining a first down. 

Russell, forced to kick 
on their first drive, scored 
their first touchdown on 
the night with 3:59 left on 
the clock. The extra point 
gave them a 7-0 lead. 

The Lakers held Casey 
through their next drive 
attempt and soon had the 
ball back on Casey’s 17- 
yard line. Russell brought 
the score to 14-0 before 
the end of the first quarter. 

The Lakers’ dominance 
continued into the second 
quarter. Although return¬ 
ing the ball well, the Reb¬ 
els continued to search for 
a first down. Russell added 
another six points at the 
9:12 mark in the second 
quarter and then drove 
down the field for another 
touchdown with less than 
a minute in the half. The 
teams went to the locker 
rooms with the score 27-0.

owner spent several minutes 
explaining the redistricting 
process before talking about 
his new district. 

“My district mns from 
Bethelridge to Fem Creek, 
and if you know anything 
about geography, that’s a long 
way,” Higdon said, laugh¬ 
ing. The 14th district com¬ 
prises Casey, Marion, Nelson, 
Spencer, and a portion of Jef¬ 
ferson County, with 115,760 
constituents of whom 44,000 
are Democrats and 29,000 are 
Republicans. 

Higdon then introduced 
Harmon to the audience, call¬ 
ing Harmon a hard worker 
who’s very conservative. 

“I think Casey County will 
be in veiy good hands with 
Mike,” Higdon said. 

Harmon, elected to the 
House in 2002 and who 
formerly served Boyle and 
Washington counties, said 
that he has been married for 
more than 23 years and has 
two daughters, one who lives 
in Ghana and the other, a 
college student at Bluegrass 
Community and Technical 
College in Danville. He also 
referred to his faith, being an 
active member of First Bap¬ 
tist Church in Junction City. 

In talking about his new 
district, Harmon said that in 
Boyle and Casey County, it’s 


49 percent Republican. 

Issues 

Questions from attendees 
centered around issues such 
as hemp production, tax re¬ 
form, the implementation of 
the Affordable Care Act, and 
the abuse of food stamps, 
among others. 

Higdon said that the legisla¬ 
ture passed a bill this year put¬ 
ting the regulations into place 
for farmers to grow indus¬ 
trial hemp. But because the 
Obama administration won’t 
enforce states’ laws concern¬ 
ing marijuana, Higdon said 
that it’s his understanding that 
Kentucky Agriculture Com¬ 
missioner James Comer is 
going to license hemp crops 
for next year. 

Harmon addressed the is¬ 
sue of the Affordable Care 
Act, more commonly known 
as “ObamaCare.” 

“The fact that the governor, 
by executive order, has ad¬ 
opted the exchanges as well 
as the expansion of Medicaid, 
we have over 800,000 people 
out of 4.3 million in the state 
on Medicaid and with the ex¬ 
pansion, that’ll add another 
350,000 to 400,000 individu¬ 
als on Medicaid. They say 
Medicaid will pay for the 
expansion for the next three 
years and after three years, 
we take more of that on,” 
Harmon said. 


Higdon said that sales tax, 
the main source of revenue in 
Kentucky, is being hurt by In¬ 
ternet sales where companies 
who don’t have a physical 
presence in the state aren’t re¬ 
quired to charge sales tax. 

As the owner of an appli¬ 
ance store, Higdon said it 
also hurts his sales having to 
compete with Internet prices 
where no sales tax is paid and 
free shipping is offered. 

Welfare and food stamps 
also received a share of the 
legislator’s time. A question 
was raised about residents 
who abuse these programs 
and the need for government 
to tighten controls on welfare 
and food stamp programs. 

“Here’s the disservice 
we’re doing to individuals 
on a state and national level. 
With our national debt at $17 
trillion, if we have multiple 
generations trained to live off 
government, when that check 
stops, what are those people 
going to do?” Harmon said. 

Higdon said that as a for¬ 
mer groceiy store owner, he 
had intimate knowledge with 
the abuse of the food stamp 
program. 

“When somebody in the 
checkout line in front of you 
is buying 12 cans of Red Bull 
and they pull out an EBT card 
to pay for it, that’s not really 
what the food stamp program 
is designed to do,” he said.

ry.” The suit also states the 
county should have known 
the existence of a defect in 
the stairs. 

As to the result of the al¬ 
leged fall, the suit goes on 
to state that Murphy suf¬ 
fered “a severe and perma¬ 
nent shock to her nerves 
and nervous system; a se¬ 
vere knee and leg injury, a 
severe back injury, and se¬ 
vere physical pain and suf¬ 
fering and that said injuries 


are permanent in nature.” 

Records at Casey E-911 
Dispatch from Oct. 10 to 
Oct. 28 show that Casey 
County EMS was not dis¬ 
patched to the courthouse. 

Somerset attorney Win¬ 
ter Huff is representing fis¬ 
cal court on behalf of the 
Kentucky Association of 
Counties, or KACO. 

Huff said on Friday that 
she had no details about 
where the accident alleg¬ 
edly happened. Huff has
